The purpose of this memo is to notify you of the Review Committee’s 
findings and recommendations concerning the use of force incident which 
occurred on October 3, 2010 


The Committee met on August 11, 2011, and consisted of me, 
Commander Stephen B. Johnson, Custody Operations Division, and 
Commander David L. Fender, Correctional Services Division. 


The Committee deemed: 


. as Founded, the allegation that Deputy Jacob Goble Й 
violated the Department's Manual of Policy and Procedures, 
Section 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, on or about June 
6, 2010, you failed to properly perform your duties and/or failed to 
perform your duties in a manner which will tend to establish and 
maintain the highest standard of efficiency in carrying out the 
functions and objectives of the Department, and/or failed to 
conform to work standards established for your position, and/or 
level of training, as evidenced by but not limited to: 


a) Unnecessarily putting yourself, and/or your partner (Deputy 
McCullogh), and/or the public in an unsafe position by firing 
your duty weapon at a target approximately 90 feet away, 
and/or failing to ascertain sufficient target acquisition prior to 
firing your weapon, and/or firing your weapon with a 
backdrop of a public sidewalk and/or businesses, and/or 
firing eight (8) rounds in rapid succession, and/or failing to 
fire your weapon ín short controlled bursts followed by 
reassessment of the threat. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy Jacob Goble ЖШ - 
а suspension with loss of pay and benefits for 1 day.

On October 3, 2010, at 0113 hours, West Hollywood units received a call for 
service regarding an armed robbery. Deputies Goble and McCullough 
responded to assist the assigned unit. 


While driving north on Havenhurst Avenue, Deputy McCoullough stopped his 
marked patrol vehicle at the west curb and both deputies exited to approach the 
location on foot. As Deputy Goble stepped out of the passenger side, he noticed 
a black male (later identified as Winec MN RR standing in the street 
approximately 90 feet north of him. He remembered the suspect in the robbery 
call was described as a black male. Based upon the brief physical description, 
the clothing worn by the male, and the liquor store being near the corner where 
the male was standing, Deputy Goble believed the male was the robbery 
suspect. Deputy Goble saw the male raise his left arm and extend his hand with 
his index finger pointed forward and his thumb pointed up, at which time, Deputy 
Goble believed that a gun was being pointed at him. The male failed to get on 
the ground as ordered by Deputy Goble. Although he did not see a gun, Deputy 
Goble believed the male had a gun in his hand and was raising it up to shoot 
him. In self-defense, Deputy Goble fired his Beretta eight (8) times at the male. 
The male then laid on the ground and followed orders not to move until deputies 
handcuffed him without further incident. All the rounds fired missed the male. 
They struck three buildings and a vehicle that were not occupied at the time. 
Soon after, it was determined that the male shot at was ‘he сї) of the 
liquor store that was being robbed. At the time of the shooting victim was trying 
to point in the direction the suspects were last seen fleeing. The suspects drove 
south on Havenhurst Boulevard as Deputy Goble and Deputy McCullough drove 
north on Havenhurst Boulevard. 


EFRC -2- September 26, 2011 


On August 11, 2011, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable 
Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 
MPP 8 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP 8 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and 
Deadly Force, and MPP 8 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee 


determined that the force used by Deputy Jacob Goble was reasonable and 
necessary and in compliance with Department policy.

Dear Deputy Goble: 


On September 28, 2011, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to 
respond to the Sheriff's Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as reported under 
IAB File Number 2274970. You were also advised of your right to review the material on which 
the discipline was based. 


You are hereby notified that pursuant to a settlement agreement between you and this 
Department dated September 28, 2011, you are suspended without pay from your position of 
Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department for a period of one (1) day. However, 
pursuant to the settlement agreement, the one (1) day will be held in abeyance for a period of 
twelve (12) months which will end on September 27, 2012. All Departmental records will 
reflect, nevertheless, that you received a one (1) day suspension. If you should become the 
Subject of a founded administrative investigation, involving similar violations, and the event 
occurred within the prescribed twelve (12) month time period of the settlement agreement, the 
one (1) day held in abeyance will be imposed. Additionaily, you will be subject to further 
discipline for each and every founded violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and 
Procedures. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2274970, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


1. That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Section 3- 
01/050.10, Performance to Standards, on or about October 3, 2010, 
you failed to properly perform your duties and/or failed to perform 
your duties in a manner which will tend to establish and maintain the 
highest standard of efficiency in carrying out the functions and 
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objectives of the Department, and/or failed to conform to work 
standards established for your position, and/or level of training, as 
evidenced by but not limited to: 


a) unnecessarily putting yourself, and/or your partner (Deputy 
McCullough), and/or the public in an unsafe position by firing 
your duty weapon at a target approximately 90 feet away, 
and/or failing to ascertain sufficient target acquisition prior to 
firing your weapon, and/or firing your weapon with a backdrop 
of a public sidewalk and/or businesses, and/or firing eight (B) 
rounds in rapid succession, and/or failing to fire your weapon 
in short controlled bursts followed by reassessment of the 
threat. 


Prior to imposing this disciplinary action, | have thoroughly reviewed the incident and your 
record with this Department. 


You will hereby take notice that any future acts of misconduct may result in more severe 
disciplinary action. 


The Sheriff's Department reserves the right to amend and/or add to this letter.

SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT

The Department and Deputy Goble are parties to this dispute and desire to settle 
all issues involved in IAB No. 2274970 upon the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Department and Deputy Goble for and in consideration 
of the mutual covenants contained herein, agree as follows: 


1. Both parties agree that the one (1) day suspension shall stand. 


2. in addition, the Department will hold the one (1) day in abeyance for a period 
of twelve (12) months from the date of execution of this Settlement Agreement, in 
consideration of Deputy Goble having completed the below listed training courses, post- 
incident, pursuant to paragraph four (4) below. 


3. Both parties agree and understand that Deputy Goble's records will reflect 
that the one (1) day suspension was imposed and may be used for the purposes of 
demonstrating "progressive discipline." In addition, Grievant understands that if he is the 
subject of a founded investigation involving similar violations of the Department's Manual 
of Policy and Procedures within the next twelve (12) months, the one (1) suspension day 
held in abeyance shall be imposed. 


4, Deputy Goble has satisfactorily attended and completed the below listed 
department conducted training courses: 


. io Based Role Playing: Officer Safety/Threat Assessment (8 hours) 


. "Shoot No Shoot" decision based live fire training (8 hours) ЭШЕН 


5. Deputy Goble further agrees to waive any and all further administrative or 
judicial remedies with respect to the Letter of Imposition and the modified discipline, and 
also waives any administrative or judicial remedies with respectto any imposition pursuant 
to paragraph three (3), above. This waiver shall include, but not be limited to, appeals to 
the Los Angeles County Civil Service Commission ard/or the Los Angeles County 
Employee Relations Commission. 


6. The parties further agree thatthis Agreement shall not be considered, cited, 
or used in future disputes as establishing past precedent or past employment practice. 
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7. In consideration of the terms and conditions set forth herein, Deputy Goble 
agrees to fully release, acquit and forever discharge the County, and all present and former 
officers, employees and agents of the County, and their heirs, successors, assigns and 
legal representatives from any and all liability whatsoever for any and ail claims arising out 
of or connected with the employment relationship between the County and Deputy Goble 
concerning the subject matter referred to herein. 


8. Deputy Goble further agrees to relinquish and expressly waives all rights 
conferred upon him by the provisions of California Civil Code Section 1542, which reads 
as follows: 


"A general release does not extend to claims which the creditor does not 
know or suspect to exist in his favor at the time of executing the release, 
which if known by him must have materially affected his settlement with the 
debtor." 


9. The date of the last signature placed hereon shall hereinafter be known as 
the "date of execution" and the "effective date" of this Agreement. 


10. Тһе parties agree that the foregoing comprises the entire Agreement 
between the parties and that there have been no other promises made by any party. Any 
modification of this Agreement must be in writing.

On Sunday, October 3, 2010, Sergeant Dondra Cullins, Sergeant Trent Denison, Sergeant 
Chad Smeltzer, and Lieutenant Alicia Ault of Internal Affairs Bureau, responded to Santa 
Monica Boulevard and Havenhurst Avenue in the city of West Hollywood regarding an on- 
duty non-hit shooting. Attorney Michael Genacco of the Office of Independent Review was 
notified and responded to the scene. 


Based on the performance of Subject Deputy Jacob Goble, West Hollywood Captain Kelly 
Frazier ordered a Administrative Investigation be conducted with Deputy Goble as a 
Subject. 


SUMMARY 


On October 3, 2010, at 0113 hours, West Hollywood units received a call for service 
regarding an armed robbery occurring at Santa Monica Boulevard (| 

МЕШ 120522. Unit 9311, Deputy Goble (hereafter referred to as Subject Goble) and 
Deputy Lloyd McCullough responded to assist the assigned unit. While driving north on 
Havenhurst Avenue, Deputy McCoullough stopped his marked patrol vehicle at the west 
curb and both deputies exited to approach the location on foot. As Subject Goble stepped 
out of the passenger side, he noticed a black male (later identified as Witness [ill 
| BM inthe street approximately 90 feet north of him. He remembered the 
suspect in the robbery call was described as a black male. Based upon the brief physical 
description, the clothing worn by the male, and the liquor store being near the corner where 
the male was standing, Subject Goble believed the maie was the robbery suspect. Subject 
Goble saw the male raise his left arm and extend his hand with his index finger pointed 
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forward and his thumb pointed up, at which time, Subject Goble believed that a gun was 
being pointed at him. The male failed to get on the ground as ordered by Subject Goble. 
Although һе did not see a gun, Subject Goble believed the male had a gun in his hand and 
was raising it up to shoot him. In self-defense, Subject Goble fired his Beretta eight (8) 
times at the male. The male then laid on the ground and followed orders not to move until 
deputies handcuffed him without further incident. All the rounds fired missed the male. 
They struck three buildings and a vehicle that were not occupied at the time. Soon after, 
it was determined that the male shot at was m NU of the liquor store that was 
being robbed. At the time of the shooting victim was trying to point in the direction the 
suspects were last seen fleeing. The suspects drove south on Havenhurst Boulevard as 
Subject Goble and Deputy McCullough drove north on Havenhurst Boulevard. Refer to 
Shad-49 report and supplemental reports, [Exhibit A].

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


All physical evidence was located and collected by Scientific Services Bureau personnel. 
For a description of the evidence and the location where they were recovered, refer to the 
Evidence List [Exhibit D], Crime Scene Sketch [Exhibit E], and Crime Scene Photographs 
[Exhibit F]. 


SCENE DESCRIPTION: 


During the walkthrough of the scene, it was determined that the incident occurred at the 
intersection of Havenhurst Avenue and Santa Monice Boulevard. Havenhurst Avenue is 
a residentia! street consisting of single family residences on both sides. Havenhurst 
Avenue runs north and south and dead ends into Santa Monica Boulevard in a T- 
intersection. Havenhurst Avenue is bordered on both sides by a three foct to six foot 
walkway with a grassy area separating the sidewalk and the street. Santa Monica 
Boulevard is a commercial street that runs east and west and is bordered on both sides 
by various small businesses. At the intersection of Havenhurst Avenue, Santa Moinca 
Boulevard north side has severaltwo story small businesses which include two restaurants, 
"Manja", "Omi Sushi," and the "Unique Smoke Shop." 


Investigators observed a silver color Chevy Yukon (CA license К | parked 
alongside the west curb on Havenhurst Avenue and north of the alley that runs east and 
west behind the liquor store that was robbed at MM Santa Monica Boulevard. 
Investigators observed a bullet strike to the hood of the Yukon which appeared to have 
traveled frorn east to west. 


JAB note: Тһе bullet hole corresponds to the direction of fire by Subject 
Goble. The expended bullet struck the engine block and was 
rocovered. 


invesligators noticed a bullet strike into a tree that was in front of 8165 Santa Monica 
Boulevard, bullet strikes which shattered the glass door and struck the building at 8165 
Santa Monica Boulevard, a bullet strike which causec the 4' X 8' (approximate size) 
window to shatter at the front of the business located at 8163 Santa Monica Boulevard, a 
bullet strike into the second story window of the business above 8161 Santa Monica 
Boulevard, Suite {ЖЖ and a bullet strike to the sign at “Unique Smoke Shop located at 
8161 Santa Monica Boulevard. 


Eight expended 9mm sheli casings were observed in close proximity on the street near the 
passenger side of the patrol vehicle used by Subject Goble and Deputy McCullough.

Detective Greg Boagni of the West Hollywood Station was the lead detective regarding the 
store robbery. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The shooting occurred during the hours of darkness. Artificial lighting was provided by city 
street lights. The weather was cool and the sky was clear. 


ANTI HUDDLING: 


IAB Lieutenant Ault checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Wyche took 
reasonable steps to ensure that the involved party and witnesses did not discuss the 
incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the 
assigned investigators. 


Lieutenant Ault also requested Lieutenant Wyche take reasonable steps to ensure the 
involved party and witnesses did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative, in addition, to making an effort to have the involved party and witnesses 
gather in the company of a supervisor.

Dondra Cullins and Trent Denison. He said during his [AB interview that he had begun his 


lof at West Hollywood Station.

Subject Goble said he was getting out of the passenger side of the patrol vehicle when he 
noticed a black male later identified as v NM wearing a white t-shirt and jeans 
standing in the middle of Havenhurst Avenue where it intersects with Santa Monica 
Boulevard. He said he believed Mr. E matched the description of the robbe 
suspect. Subject Goble said he was excited and scared when he yelled for мт MEN 
to lay on the ground. Mr. И did not comply with his orders. Mr. EI 
raised his right arm as if trying to summons someone from the direction of the store. Mr.

Subject Goble said he wanted 
to protect himself and his partner, so he fired eight (8) consecutive rounds at Mr. 
He said while firing the rounds he noticed his partner, Deputy McCullough 
suddenly fall to the ground near a Chevy Yukon parked against the west curb on 
Havenhurst Avenue. He did not know if Deputy McCullough had been shot. Subject Goble 
said immediately after he stopped firing, Mr. MEE laid on the ground. He went 
around the rear of their patrol vehicle and utilized his radio to advise that he had been 
involved in a shooting. He approached the Chevy Yukon to check on the welfare of Deputy 
McCullough. When it was determined that Deputy McCullough was not injured, with cover 
provided by Deputy Slate, Subject Goble approached and handcuffed Mr.

On October 3, 2010, Deputy Lloyd McCullough was interviewed by IAB Sergeants 


Dondra Cullins and Trent Denison. He said during his IAB interview that this was his first 
shift working with Subject Goble. 
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Deputy McCullough said he initially heard over L-TAC for units to start responding аш 
Santa Monica Boulevard regarding a man in the liquor store with a gun. He said Subject 
Goble remembered the location from a previous robbery. Upon driving on Havenhurst 
Avenue (one street east of the loctation) he turned the headlights off. He parked their 
patrol vehicle facing the front of a Chevy Yukon (which was facing south) and they 
(McCullough and Goble) exited their vehicle. He took a point of cover on the sidewalk next 
to the passenger side of the Chevy Yukon when he heard, “Stop! Stop!" and directly 
afterward, approximately five to six gun shots. He attempted to transmit on the radio, but 
was covered by other radio traffic. He looked to find out where the gun shots came from 
and observed a black male (Mr. ШШЩ lying on the ground in the middle of 
Havenhurst Avenue approximately twenty to thirty feet away from him. He located Subject 
Goble handcuffing Mr. | while Deputy Slate stood at the southeast corner and 
provided cover. For further information refer to supplemental report, [Exhibit В]. During 
his interview, Deputy McCullough drew a sketch of the scene, refer to [Exhibit C]. 


On October 3, 2010, Mr. was interviewed by Sergeants Chad Smeltzer 
and Trent Denison at] Santa Monica Boulevard, Serie He said he was in 
the office of the store when the two robbery suspects (male and female black) entered the 
store, Mr. SM was working at the cash register when the male suspect 
produced а gun and went behind the counter. Mr. И called 911 and made 
contact with West Hollywood Sheriff Station. While he was speaking to West Hollywood 
Station personnel, the suspects left the location. He remained connected to the station, 
but laid the phone down in the office, in order te find out which direction the suspects fled. 
He exited the store and walked east on Santa Monica Boulevard and observed the suspect 
getting into a vehicle that was parked on Havenhurst Avenue. Mr И walked onto 
Havenhurst Avenue and encountered Sheriff's Deputies, at which time, they began to 
shoot at him. He said he heard three to four gun shots and initially did not realize whom 
the deputies were shooting at. He said he was trying to advise the deputies which direction 
the suspects fled (south on Havenhurst Avenue) when he heard one of the deputies yell, 
"Lay down!" He laid down on the ground and was handcuffed by a deputy. He was placed 
in the backseat of a patrol vehicle where he was positively identified. 


On October 27, 2010, Mr. ШИИ Was interviewed by Sergeant Dondra Cullins. He 
said he was standing talking to another gentleman on Havenhurst Avenue south of the 
alley in front of residences when he saw a small, light-colored vehicle drive south on 
Havenhurst Avenue and park against the west curb, north of the alley. An individual came 
around the corner on Santa Monica Boulevard and got into the vehicle. The vehicle sped 
off from the curb going south on Havenhurst Avenue. Approximately a minute later, a 
Sheriff patrol vehicle arrived and parked almost exacily where the other vehicle had 
parked. Sheriff deputies exited their vehicle and the deputy in the right front passenger 
began to shoot. He saw several muzzle flashes and heard five to ten gun shots. When 
he got down on the ground he heard, someone yell, “They went that way!” (three or four 
times). He then heard the Sheriff's Deputy yell, “Get on the ground!” 
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Mr. И could not describe the Sheriff Deputy that was shooting or the person that was 
being shot at. He was unable to provide a description cf the suspects.

Deputy Lloyd McCullough 


On September 13, 2011, Deputy Lloyd McCullough was interviewed by IAB Sergeants 
Dondra Cullins and Trent Denison. He was accompanied by Attorney Debra Wadleigh 
from Green and Shinee. 


Deputy McCullough stated that he was assigned to West Hollywood Station in 1999 and 
became a between the years m | and 
and returned to the station in 2007. He said as а

Deputy McCullough stated on October 3, 2010, it was his first shift with Deputy Jacob 
Goble. Deputy Goble was beginning his И о И He stated throughout their 
shift he conversed with Deputy Goble regarding, “Burglaries, robberies, just general talking. 
Traffic pullovers. When to approach. Different ways to approach a vehicle that don't get 
pigeon holed. Certain approaches on a vehicle. How to approach a vehicle with one 
person, two persons, three persons, or more. When to ask for backup. When not to ask 
for back up. Don't go beyond your level of expertise. Don't push yourself. Don't do more 
than you need to do” 


Deputy McCullough stated when West Hollywood desk personnel provided information to 
the units regarding the crime in progress, there was no communication or pre-planning 
from him to Deputy Goble regarding how to tactically handie the call. He said Deputy 
Goble provided information that he had responded to the location with a previous partner 
regarding a robbery call. He said he did not communicate with Deputy Goble, because he 
was "taking in the information from the desk and taking the information from him (Deputy 
Goble), formulating what was going on. | didn't say anything." 


Deputy McCullough stated he did not communicate with Deputy Goble while en route to 
the call, because he was going to do it once they arrived at the location. He said he 
wanted “to get all the information setting up. it was a dynamic fluid situation. | wanted to 
make sure І had his complete attention. | wanted to make sure | was completely focused 
on the situation at hand. But once | had it all taken care of, In my mind, then | was going 
to relay to him exactly step by step what to do.” 


Deputy McCullough stated he did not communicate or coordinate with responding units. 
He said he did not advise the desk or the responding units that he had arrived at the 
location. 


Deputy McCullough stated when he and Deputy Goble arrived at the location he did not 
communicate with Deputy Goble. He got out of their patrol vehicle and took a position of 
cover on the passenger side of a Yukon that was parked against the west curb line of 
Havenhurst Avenue. He said, “Generally trainees, in my experience, they follow the 

They don't veer off and have independent action. That's uncommon. I’ve 
never experienced it." He further stated that he did not tell Deputy Goble to follow him. 
Once he took cover on the side of the Yukon he heard several shots, but did not know who 
was shooting. He could not see. He said he heard, "Stop! Stop! Stop!" He did not know 
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where Deouty Goble was until he saw Deputy Goble with his gun in his hand, "Transfixed 
straight ahead north" He said he and Deputy Goble made the approach on Mr. 
нн 0 was lying on the ground. There was no tactical planning ог 
communication with Deputy Goble prior to making the approach on the individual lying on 
the ground. He could not remember if he had his weapon out during the approach, but 
remembered at some point telling Deputy Goble to holster his weapon. 


IAB note: During a previous interview with Internal Affairs, Deputy 
McCullough stated that when he located Deputy Goble after the 
shooting stopped, Deputy Slate had "ordered or assisted" 
Deputy Goble with detaining Mr. EE He went to their 
patrol vehicle to provide further information to responding units. 


Deputy McCullough stated he did not have any prior concerns regarding Deputy Goble and 
his ability to do the job as a patrol deputy assigned to V/est Hollywood Station. He also 
stated that he did not receive any negative documentation or concerns from his peers 
regarding Deputy Goble. He said Deputy Goble was very eager to learn. 
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
